The purpose of*this program is to expose, disrupt 
and otherwise neutralize the activities of the various Ri ans 
and hate organizations, their leadership and adherents. 

The activities of these groups must be followed on a , 
continuous basis so we may take advantage of all oppor¬ 
tunities for counterintelligence and also inspire action 
in instances where circumstances warrant. The devious 
maneuvers and duplicity of these groups must be exposed 
to public scrutiny through the cooperation of reliable 
news media sources, both locally and at the Seat of 
Government. We must frustrate any effort of the groups 
to consolidate their forces or to recruit new or youthful_ 
adherents. In every instance, consideration should be 
given to disrupting the organized activity of these groups 
and no opportunity should be missed to capitalize upon 
organizational and personal conflicts of their leadership. 
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The following Klan organizations, currently 
under active investigation, should be considered for 
counterintelligence action:

On or before participating offices 

are instructed to submi^t^^n^Bureau a detailed analysis 
of potential counterintelligence action against pertinent 
organizations and individuals active within their respective 
territories and specific recommendations should be included 
for any logical immediate counterintelligence action'. 
Recommendations submitted under this program must include 
all necessary facts to enable the Bureau to intelligently 
pass upon the feasibility of the proposed action. In 
instances where a reliable and cooperative news media 
representative or other source outside the Bureau is to 
be contacted or utilized in connection with a proposed 
counterintelligence operation, it will be incumbent upon 
the recommending office to furnish assurances the source 
will not reveal the Bureau's interest or betray our 
confidence. 


- Offices participating in this program who have 
investigative responsibility for Klan organizations should 
specifically comment ib the initial letter to the Bureau 
regarding "Action Groups." As these offices are aware, 
these groups have been described as the relatively few 
individuals in each organization who use strong-arm tactics 
and violent actions to achieve their ends. Often these 
groups act without the approval of the Elan organization 
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or membership. The Bureau considers it vital that we 
expose the identities and activities of such groups and 
where possible disrupt their efforts. These groups should 
be subjected to continuing counterintelligence action. 

No cou n terintelligence action may b o initiated 
by the field witHout' specific Bureau autEorizatioru 

Commencing 1/1/65 and every 3 months thereafter, 
eaoh participating office should submit to the Bureau a 
status letter covering the prior 3-month period, including 
comments under the following captions; 

1. Potential Counterintelligence Action 

2. Pending Counterintelligence Action 

3. Tangible Results , 

If necessary, a 4th caption "Miscellaneous" 
may be utilized for additional comments. 

Recommendations for counterintelligence action 
should not be included in 90-day status letters to the 
Bureau but following th^ initial analysis due 10/15/64, 
should be submitted individually by separate letter. 

All Special Agent personnel responsible for 
the investigation of Klan-type and hate organizations 
and their membership should be alerted to our counter¬ 
intelligence plans relating to these groups. Counter¬ 
intelligence action directed at these groups is intended to 
complement and stimulate our accelerated intelligence 
investigations. Each investigative Agent hfS’a responsi¬ 
bility to call to the attention of the counterintelligence 
coordinator suggestions and possibilities for implementing 
the program. You are cautioned that the nature of this 
new endeavor is such that under no circumstances should 
the existence of the program be made known outside the 
Bureau and appropriate within-office security should be 
afforded this sensitive operation. * 
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The Bureau is pleased with past successes 
achieved by oui- counterintelligence efforts in other 
phases of our investigative responsibilities. To 
insure our success in this new endeavor, the Agent to 
whom the program is assigned in each office must have 
a detailed knowledge of the activities of the racist 
groups in the territory and that knowledge must be 
coupled with interest, initiative and imagination. 

The Agent must be alert for information which has a 
disruptive potential. The information will not come 
to him - - he must look for it. The most effective 
v/ay of being assured of keeping on top of the situation 
is to maintain close contact with those Agents who handle 
the investigation of the racial and hate groups and their 
membership and also to periodically review relevant files. 

If an enthusiastic approach is made to this 
new endeavor, there is no reason why the results , 
achieved undor this program will not equal or surpass 
our achievements in similar type programs directed 
against subversives.

v The Miami Office by letter dated 11/18/64 forwarded 
to the Bureau an Idea to bo used to discredit the National 
States Bights Party, ono of tlio bate groups considered under 
this Program. The Bureau does not bellevo that tbs idea 
furnished by the Miami Office contains sufficient impact for 
use under this Program, but the suggestion that cartoons be 
utilized to embarrass the Xu Klux Elan and hate groups has 
considerable merit. 



Ridicule can be a devastating weapon and should 
not bo overlooked in regard to the Counterintelligence 
Program which is aimed at disrupting and discrediting Elan- 
type and hate organizations. Many prominent Elan leaders 
and leaders of hate organizations possess idiosyncrasies or 
become Involved in situations which present excellent opportu¬ 
nities to utilize ridicule as a weapon to discredit them both 
within their own organizations and in tho eyes of the general 
public. The publication of cartoons and caricatures by 
cooperative news media or the anonymous circulation of them 
among rank-and-file members of Elan and hate groups will 
serve to both disrupt the various organizations and to discredit 
tholr leadership. Field offices participating in the Counter¬ 
intelligence Program are urged to carefully assess and consider 
such a situation involving loaders of tho Elan and hate 
organizations with the idea of portraying them in cartoon form.

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This may be accomplished by submitting the idea to a 
cartoonist on tho staff of a newspaper where we have, 
established a reliable and discreet relationship or by 
preparing such cartoons utilizing the talents of SAs with 
artietio ability. In the event there are no artists in a 
respective office, a rough draft of a suggested cartoon 
should be submitted to the Bureau where an effort will be 
made to produce a suitable cartoon. Where a caricature 
of a specific individual is involved, this, too, may 
be prepared at the Bureau providing the suggesting field 
office will submit appropriate photographs of the 
individual to be portrayed.

The NBCC indicated 
It would assist him In tha endeavor and that MrlRTOSH'a 
organization, the Non-Violent Direct Action Committee (HVDAC) 
of Dayton, would hose Che new organization on that date.

He has been publicly Identified as a member of the 
Coran»unt3t Party (CP) at Dayton fro® 1947 to 1949. There has 
never been any evidence that McINTOSH was active In the CP. 

He appears to be a "con" man who has no visible means of 
support. He has been a constant thorn in the side of the 
DAyton Police Department and a source of embarrassment to 
legitimate Nar.ro organizations and leaders Ln Dayton. Ohio, _^ 

I Some vearo aro he had an oraanlraclon named the West 
Side Citizens Council Ln Dayton. Later he obtained a charter 
for a chapter of CORE. Over a year ago CORE revoked the 
c'larter and kicked McINTOSH out, at which tljse he formed the 
NVDAC. The Police Department has received several rvsblea 
over the years that McDfroSH obtained money for his organization 
and/or his own use by going to businessmen on the West Side of 
Dayton and threatening to picket the® If they did not contribute. 
There have been one or two occasions when a complaint was almost 
filed against McINTOSH. He constantly complaina about the 
Police Department Co the city fathers, sometimes several times 
a week. 


As an example of the typo of action In which McINTOSH 
engages, a couple of years ago he began picketing the Rike- 
Rumler Department Store in Dayton, alleging discrimina tion ln 

htainn__Eventually he hnd a olt-in and was arrested. | I 

| Naclonal Association for 

tin Advancement of Colored People in Dayton, advised that of 
all business firms ln Dayton, the Rlke-Kumler Company was the 
least discriminatory In hiring practices. She said that they 
would hire all the qualified people NAACP could obtain for 
them and that HcDfTOSU knew this. 

It would appear that McINTOSH's main objective is to 
obtain publicity and be looked upon as a leader of the West 
Side people. This he lias failed to do. 

After the May 30-31 meeting ln Washington, the 
following events have taken place ln Dayton: 

- 2 - 
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On June 7, 1965, McINTOSH was ousted ae Director 
of the NVDAC for spending $200.00 on telephone calls the 
previous month, cashing a check which bounced and caused 
embarrassment to NVDAC, falling to Investigate complaints 
presented to NVDAC, and threatening to picket business 
establishments if they did not contribute to his cause. The 
fact he was ousted received considerable newspaper publicity; 
however, the reasons for the ouster were not publicised. 

On the night of June 11, 1965, Patrolman J. W. MORCAN, 
Dayton Police Department, was attacked by a Negro, TOY GREER, 

JK., who apparently knocked MORGAN to the ground and then came 
at him with a broken whiskey bottle while he was down. The 
Patrolman drew hts weapon am) killed GREER before GREEN could 
Stab him with the bottle. HcINTOSH lnsnediately called a mass 
snooting of about fifty to one hundred people in a West Side 
church on the night of June 16, 1963, at which time he and 
JESSE GRAY called for mass action and unity within the Negro 
community to protest the killing of a West Side man by a white 
policeman. McINTOSH predicted aorae kind of demonstrations 
within the next two or three weeks. He said, "People are going 
to be coning here from all parts of the United States. Hundreds 
of us will probably go to Jail." A photograph of McINTOSH and 
GRAY appeared in the "Dayton Journal Herald" in connection with 
this meeting and his statements. 

The Cincinnati Division feels that at this point 
McINTOSH and CRAY had every Intention of creating a major 
disturbance over the July 4 week end In connection with their 
meeting. However, a barrage of letters to the Editor from 
many citizens. Including a substantial meober of Negroes, 
condemning McINTOSH's action and upholding the police officer 
went a long way toward discrediting McINTOSH and GRAY. The 
"Dayton Daily News" on 6/18/65 carried a lengthy article 
reflecting an Interview with Municipal Court Judge ARTHUR O. 
FISHER, a Negro, in which he denounced a proposed demonstration 
and strongly defended the police officer. 

The "Dayton Daily News" of June 19, 1965, carried 
tut interview with TOY GREEN, SR., the shooting victim's father, 
who said he has "no liard or ill feelings" toward Patrolman 
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MORGAN, who fatally shot his son. He said he told McINTOSH 
to drop plans for protest rallies or dewonstratlone as "I don't 
warn; my son's death to be misused or the GREEK family's name 
to be used for other purposes. His daughter, 'Mrs. WANEA CRAY, 
said, "We don't want him (McINTOSH) using our faoily name for 
whatever reason he might be using it," 

The June 18, 1965, issue of the "Dayton Journal 
Herald" carried an article reporting the awarding of damages 
of $5,000.00 to a Middletown policeman wlto had been libeled 
by the "New Ohio Eagle," a newspaper which was organized in 
July, 1964, for circulation primarily among Negroes. It was 
edited by McINTOSH. In one of the very first issues of the 
newspaper it carried a story which said a Middletown, Ohio, 
woman had beon beaten by policemen who arrested her without 
cause. The story also sold the woman had filed a suit against 
the officers. Court records showed no such suit was ever filed 
by the woman. The Middletown Police Officers sued. The newspaper 
had to go into bankruptcy. In awarding the damages Judge CECIL 
EDWARDS, Montgomery County Common Pleas Judge, said "This type 
of publicity makes the business of enforcing the law more 
difficult. The fact that the testimony was unrefuted indicates 
that none of the statements made by the paper were true." 

On June 23, 1965, the "Dayton Dally Nows" reported 
chat WILLIAM T. INGRAM, Montgomery County Chairman, National 
States Rights Party, hnd asked the City Commissioners for a 
full scale Justice Department investigation of McINTOSH 
because of alleged testimony concerning McINTOSH given at a 
hearing conducted by the Ohio Un-American Activities Consnittee 
in the early 1950's. INGRAM said that JOHN C. MITCHELL, an 
ex-member of the CP, tostified under oath that McINTOSH and 
hia wife had been mosniwjrs of the City Club of the Communist 
Party. INGRAM also referred to the fact that JESSE GRAY was 
recently brought to totm by McINTOSH and cited quite a bit of 
public source information concerning GRAY's past activities. 
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On June 24, 1965, the "Dayton Dally News" interviewed 
JOHN C. MITCHELL, who stated that Me INTOSH joined the Of In 
1947 and was still on the membership rolls in 1949 when he, 
MITCHELL, quit the Party. 

On June 24, 1965, the '*Dayton Journal Herald" carried 
a atory in which City Manager HK&BEUX STAR IC* said that the 
Justice Department would be asked to cement on statements 
made against HcINTOSH. 


The following weak Baltimore, Chicago, and Naw York 
informants began to report that cha organized meeting of the 
NBCC previously proposed for Dayton was being changed to Chicago 
ed rally of West 



It is believed by Cincinnati that trouble in Dayton 
on the week end of July 4 was averted as a direct result of the 
vast adverse publicity received by HcIWTOSH. It is believed 
at this time that he 1* completely through in any capacity as a 
racial leader In Dayton, Ohio, as evidenced by the meager 
showing at his rally on the night of July 1. Responsible 
Negro leaders in Dayton are embarrassed axwi ashamed of McDTFOSH 
and his actions and have been struggling for years to discredit 
him. It appears this has now been accomplished.

For the Information of the Bureau, Informants have 
reported to the Mobile Office the results of a meeting of 
Lawrence Lodge 610, United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan (UKA), Montgomery, Alabama, the night of 
5/24/66. The main portion of the meeting was taken up with 
the discussion of recently received letters from The National 
Committee for Domestic Tranquility, which were postmarked at 
Mobile, Alabama. It appeared that a majority of the members 
had received these letters. This caused considerable concern 
among the group, as to how the Information got out pertaining 
to membership of the klavern. Several theories were expounded 
upon, one or them being that It was the work of a Negro civil 
rights group that was out to break up and destroy the klan by 
Implanting the seedB of suspicion and doubt in each member's 
mind as to how this Information leaked out, and thereby cauBing 
the organization to crumble from within. The other theory was 
that the FBI, through a compiled Hat of names and addreaaes, 
sent these to members of the organization to achieve the same 
results.

Concerning the COINTELPRO suggestion advanced by Phila¬ 
delphia in this matter an d the concer n expressed by New York 
regarding the security of j j it should be noted that the 

"Practical Security Measures" pamphlet will hot be the only Minut e- 
men publication that will be of interest to RAM and l l nor, 

in all probability, will New York be the only point of distribution. 

It is felt that other offices will be in a position to 
assist in supplying sources for this materiel if they are advised 
of the fact that this is Minutemen material being used by RAM and 
are alerted to the connection. 


Aside from COINTELPRO aspects of this matter, it is noted 
that the January 1967 Minutemen Bulletin recently received by Phila¬ 
delphia from a confidential source contains 14 pages of instructions 
apparently from a police manual on the subject of "Surveillance." 

It describes foot and automobile surveillances and counter measures 
to surveillances. It states that electronic and photograph sur¬ 
veillances will be the subject of a future bulletin.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, Georgia, 
reflect that this klan organization was granted a corporate 
charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, under the 
name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United

Specific Questions, Suggestions 

and Recommendations for ponfaranca Agenda 

NYO experience in investigation of racial matters, 
handling riotous situations, and developing informants in the' 
black nationalist field has highlighted a definite need for a 
thorough education program so as to understand the Negro plight, . 
his frustrations, desireb, and goals. The Bureau has been 
alert to this need by suggesting to the field in its latter of 
12/1/67 that certain boofes should be reviewed along these lines. 
NYO feels this is an excfcllsnt suggestion. Experience in handling 
racial matters, particularly involving the Negro, has pointed 


? 
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out the need for Agents working on the development of informants 
necessitating contact with Negroes, A clear understanding of 
"both sides of the fence," and complete objectivity, is abso¬ 
lutely essential, and many Agents assigned to these investigations 
must be completely "color blind" in working in the ghetto areas 
and in contact with Negroes for informant development. We are 
faced with a situation that wa must develop high level, inner 
circle informants, to be able to know the plana and programs 
of the black nationalists. When Agents approach a likely 
prospect who would fit this category, he is allegedly dealing 
with a dedicated blaak nationalist who bolievee in blaok power 
and the goals of the Negro, He is usually extremely hostile to 
whites. It takes tremendous Agent talent, intestinal fortitude, 
and old-faahion investigative know-how to convince this indi¬ 
vidual that hie beliefs are wrong and that he should bs loyal 
to ths United States and work for the FBI against his own cause 
and psople, Beoauss of this, it is essential that the Agents 
be as well versed in Negro history as Agsnta have basn on 
Communist Party history and theory. 

It is recognised that the Bureau will undoubtedly 
cover the above in the conference, and this is being set out 
only as suggested potential. The following are othsr items 
felt to be of value and for possible inclusion in the agenda 
if the Bureau has not already schedulsd same: 

1. Consider, through the cooperation of the military 
intelligence agencies, obtaining lists of discharged Negro 
Army, Air Force, and Navy personnel who are returning, to the 
home area, particularly those going back to the ghetto area, 
for possible informant dBv^j.opment, This could be accomplished 
by obtaining lists on a Confidential basis, developing back¬ 
ground and aelscting thois who appear to have potential for 
contact. This would giv^ ua a reservoir of prospects in the 
Negro community for Informant development. 

2. In connectiofi with utilising Agents full-time on 
black nationalist lnformpht development, consider the de¬ 
sirability and feasibility that once an informant hae been de¬ 
veloped by Agents assigned exclusively to the program, evaluated 
and found acceptable, that informant then be assigned to the 
case Agent handling the investigation of ths group involved. 

This will free the Agent assigned exclusively to informant 
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development to concentrate on this phase of the work and not 
get involved in administrative handling of established infor¬ 
mants, which is moat tins consuming. NYO is using this 
technique very successfully at present. 

2. Discuss holding of informal conferences periodi¬ 
cally wherein Agents who have had success developing racial 
informants exchange ideas with other Agents who have been leas 
successful. Also, at those conferences the Agents who are 
handling informants would exchange information with the cast 
Agents so that the informants could be more productively as¬ 
signed. NYO has had success in this program and is contem¬ 
plating going more into detail in the future in this regard. 

3. Feasibility and desirability of surveillances on 
top black nationalist leaders, i.a,, STOKELY CARMICHAEL, 

RAP BROWN, etc. Establish fixed lookouts in lieu thereof 
and informant use. 

*», Proper selection of Agents to be assigned to black 
nationalist informant development. Dedication, amenability, 
objectivity, experience. 

5. Increased travel of racial informants from one 
division to another to cover conferences, etc. Great success 
has been achieved in this field, however, it should be further 
explored, such as has bssn done in covering Communist Party 
activity. 

6. Discuss administrative procedures designed to allow 
informant agents more time on the street. Transfer routine 
administrative detail now handled by Agent to confidential 
clerical employee similar to those now utilised in handling 
informant fU.es, i.a., serialisation of raports, execution of 
FD 30E's, etc. 

7. Accelerating affectivaness of intarviaws ra HOI, 
i.e., close coordination with hard-hitting, intensive counter¬ 
intelligence program designed to create wavering, confidence 

in N(JI and its protective cloak (finances, discipline, leadership), 

8. Question current practice of opening cases on NOI 
female subjects, even though they have an official title, where

might be considered maaibera arc persons who© ntooted the organi¬ 
zation out of curiosity. Because of the small size of Minutemen 
bands, their adherence to secrecy and lick of activity in the NYO 
area.

The NYO has found from experience the development 
of informants by select agenta and the subsequent reassignment 
and continued development of these informants by the case 
agent has proven to bo a productive system. 

None of the aforementioned agents, assigned 
organisations, has developed an approved informant in 
his organization although each has participated in the 
informant development program. 

Because of prior assignment, SA l ~T haa developed 
the only confidential source in "United for Peace", a group 
which shares headquarters with CORE in Hempstead, New York. 

SA | l is currently reactivating a racial 

Informant previously developed by him in order to increase 
coverage of the organization aosigned to him now. 

SA l l has enjoyed some success in the preliminary 

development of a form-r 1J0I member of standing and known black 
nationalist. It is anticipated that complete success will result 
in the matter with continued contacts by that agent. 

While SA l I has not developed any new sources 

in the NOI, he has been successful in retaining three informants 
including the only female? informant in the organization. 

As a result, coverage in the NOI has i ncreased in 
quality because of advancement, by SA l I of informants; 

These informants keep this Bureau abreast ot the ever-changing 
membership of that group. Under his direction they have also 
established greater rapport with NOI leaders and solidified 
their pooitbr.l In the NOI. 





Because of tho success in this procedure, the NYO 
ie reacolgnlng informants in tho organisations of Interest 
to the agent handling the organization—the agent coat familiar 
with the workings of the group and the most concerned with 
specific data required.

The general racial 

situation in your territory has been relatively quiet since 
the last inspection. There is no guarantee, however, that 
serious outbreaks of racial activities will nos occur in 
the near future. This is particularly true when militant 
racial agitators continue to go about the land inciting riots 
and preaching and instigating anarchy and revolt. It is 
essential tnerefore that you do not lag in your efforts to 
develop racial informants and to afford overall coverage ofethe 
racial situation through criminal and security inforants, sources 
and in depth liaison with law enforcement officials in order 
that the Bureau will be Kept Immediately advised of trouble spots 
ana any indications of outbreaks of violence. You are reminded 
tht«t it is the personal responsibility of the head of each 
field division to insure that all developments of a racial 
nature occurring within his territory are promptly reported to 
his office and upon receipt thereof, furnished to the Bureau 
by •whatever form of communication is warranted under the 
circumstances. The Bureau has the responsibility of advising 
appropriate government agencies and officials on both a national 
and local level of all pertinent infer:ation obtained concerning 
racial incidents.

8/21/67, in response to Bureau alrtel, dated 8/7/67, to SAC, 
Albany and all continental offices, the New Yorh Office furnished 
an evaluation of its live coverage in (1) blacn .nationalist

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•cn racial disorder and c.’.vll disobedience. A review of 
your survey and your response to inquiries cade during this 
inspection indicates that tnc i!ow Yor.<. Office has developed 
extensive coverage and is generally knowledgeable regarding 
racial intelligence matters. Additionally, reporting 
procedures and dissemination of pertinent information are 
being handled in accordance with existing Bureau instructions. 
This is noteworthy and should continue.

A review of pertinent 

files indicates that the quality of coverage in black nationalist 
gtmps at the present time is high. You are fully justified in 
placing particular emphasis on the coverage of ghetto areas 
that portend racial or civil difficulties. You have shown a s 
total of approximately 270 security and criminal informants V 
who are currently being utilized to obtain racial intelligence 
Information relative to the specific girtto areas. Many of 
these sources have already furnished information on organizations 
of concern to the overall racial situation while others have 
no primary goals, regarding racial activity. With the assignment 
of specific targets, the contributions of these sources to the 
prevention of racial disturbances within your territory will be 
invaluable. During tne last inspection you had 63 liaison 
sources while presently you have 7^ liaison sources distributed 
throughout the various groups sponsoring integration. The above 
shows a decided overall increase on all levels of racial informant 
coverage with a potential of greater increase in the near 
future. This is highly favorable and should continue,

* As you are aware the 

Domestic Intelligence Division at Bureau Headquarters has 
established the Racial Intelligence Section in order to afford 
better coordination over all interrelated racial security 
matters (individuals and organizations) including the develop.r.ent 
of informants. In ordar to further improve such coordination 
over racial invcdfcigatiqns the following recommendations and 
suggestions, based on the results of this inspection, are 
provided for your serious consideration: 

(I) Since 1939» much 

of the work relating td Bureau responsibilities for the internal 
security of this government has been directed toward coverage 
of communists and ether such groups which seek to overthrow 
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the government. .Many programs, such as identification of 
members. Security Index, Reserve Index, communist infiltration 
and front group investigations, et cetera, ard various reporting 
procedures have been established to control the activities 
of these communist oriented groups, particularly the Communist 
Party, United States of America (CP, USA), the best organized 
and most dangerous fron a security standpoints The programs , ^ 
and procedures which haVc been applied have been effective and'yg'' 
the efforts of the communist groups in this country have been 
contained to a large extent, Today, with the appearance of 
the nevi type of militant agitator, who has evolved from unsettled 
racial and social conditions, new problems have appeared, which 
parallel the dangers presented by the pure communist elements. 

ITT light of this, it is vitally important that Section 43 / 

carefully review and evaluate existing programs and procedures / 
heretofore successful with the view in mind of using similar 1 
programs and procedures in coping with fa3t growing racial ' 
problems. — 


(2) The vastness of the 

ghetto areas designated as having potential for racial vaoler.ee 
allows for numerous opportunities to engage in racial informant 
development on a broad area. In addition to recent instactions 
furnished in SAC letter 67-62, dated 10/17/67, entitled "(G) 
Racial Informantn-Racial Matters", your attention is directed 
to Section 130A, lc. Volume Four, Manual of Instructions, which 
sets out that a racial Informant is any individual who furnishes 
information on racial extremists who nay or nay not be members 
of a klan or similar hate-typo organization but are actually 
engaged in planning or conducting rallies, demonstrations, or 
other activities which might tend to increase racial tensions. 
This definition thus allows for approval as racial informants, 
individuals who will be "listening posts" as well as actually 
engaged in canvassing neighborhoods, covering demonstrations 
and other activities concerning racial activities in a particular 
area. This definition most certainly embraces any individual 
who resides In a ghetto-type area and has ability to cooperate 
with you by covering demonstrations which may increase racial 
tensions in a particular area and also report to you the 
sentiments and feelings of individuals who reside in this 
particular area. . 

(3) In line with 

instructions Issued in SAC letter 67-62, dated IO/17/67, 
mentioned previously, to the effect that each office having 
Black nationalist Grouos TOPLFV Informant Program is to 





immediately assign at least one agent to work exclusively 
on developing in for; uants, it is recommended that four agents, I 
be assigned exclusively to the development of racial" "informants. 
This recommendation is made based on an overall evaluation of 
existing investigations and the potential for increased racial 
activity within your territory. The four agents should bo 
assigned exclusively to developing racial'"informants and 
directing the "activities of these informants toward particular 
organizations, about which it has been determined essential 
that specific information be obtained. Once an informant has 
been developed, evaluated and found ac cep tub ter~th:r babe a;:ont 
handling_the .investigation of the gi’oup should take over the 
handlin'' of the informant. - ' This will free the agent assigned 
exclusively to informant development to concentrate on this 
phace of the work and not get involved in administrative 
handling of established informants. 


(?) Presently Section 

^3 is assigned various classifications which appear to have 
no specific relationship with the handling of racial investigations 
namely, those classifications are Sedition, Treason, Sabotage, 
and the National Aeronautics Space Act of 1953* Serious 
consideration should be given by Division IV to arrange to i 
have these investigations handlcd_by sections which handle 
cases which are more directTy r "reIatetlV This will also’ 
allow agents and the supervisor of Section it 3 to concentrate 
more fully on the Vitaliy important racial problems. In 
addition to removing of unrelated investigative cases from 
Section 43, the supervisors and relief supervisors should 
exercise care to avoid accepting investigations which are 
not directly related to racial natters. For example, 
if investigations invoice communist infiltration of Negro 
organizations, it appears it should more appropriately 
be handled by a section investigating communist matters 
rather than by a section handling racial matters. Additionally, 
if Negroes are Involved in a particular movement or organization 
which adopts an anti-Vietnam war position, it should not be 
necessarily considered as coming within the area of respon¬ 
sibility of the section handling racial matters. Such an 
investigation would be more appropriately handled by a 
section which concentrates on investigating peace demonstrations, 
peace groups, et cetera. • 


(3) You should review 

the work of all agent personnel assigned to tne handling of 
racial investigations with the view in mind of determining 
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Whether or not those agents are the. best equipped to handle 
these investigations. Particular emphasis should be placed 
on whether or not agents working either exclusively or much 
of the tine toward the development of racial informants 
are the best suited for this work. It has been well es¬ 
tablished throughout the Bureau that certain agents achieve 
much greater success than others in the vital work of in¬ 
formant development. It is, therefore, highly inportant 
that the proper selection of agent personnel is made so 
that the Maw York Office nay function with the maximum of 
efficiency in achieving the Bureau's objectives in the 
handling of racial intelligence investigations. If it is 
determined from this review that a change in agent personnel 
in handling racial investigations or in handling the work of/ 
developing racial informants would improve efficiency in 
this regard, such changes should ba made without delay. I 

(6) Serious consideration 

should also be given to assigning additional'personnal to 
han dle racial.investigations. This should be achieved by 
evaluating all work assigned to Division IV and wherever 
possible, shifting personnel handling less urgent work to 
Section 43. Based on interviews with Section 43 Agents and 
on review of the over-all work handled, there appear to be 
area3 which if explorad, night be fruitful. For example, 
there are indications that most racial disturbances can be 
attributed to various individuals throughout the Mew York 
City area who are bent on destruction of the status quo. 
Primary targets of these investigations should be the semi- 
professional hete-nongerg and rabble rousers who spend much 
of their tire teaching t?ie ghottc/ s youth, unemployed, and 
other receptive individuals doctrines of hate. Investiga¬ 
tive and counterintelligence techniques specifically designed 
to disrupt, frustrate, and discourage the work of these 
individuals would undoubtedly have far-reaching effects 
toward achieving the objective of controlling racial violence 
in your territory. 
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(7) While racial 

investigations arc related in general, there are areas which 
call for coordination to insure that all Agent personnel 
handling such investigations are aware of developments in 
diverse areas of work. For example, Agents handlin'" Uinutcren 
and Klan investigations ray not always be aware of develop¬ 
ments and techniques employed in cases involving Flack 
Nationalist groups. In view of this condit ion, arrangements , 
should bo made by Kacial Coordinator ! [ to.hold informal 

conferences approximately every two wqeka, or whenever ap¬ 
propriate, to insure that all personnel handling racial in¬ 
vest! rat ions arc bric-fcd on current developments. 'this will 
also allow for nnxiiMim use of successful investigative and 
counterintelligence techniques being employed in all areas 
of the work and will also provide guidance and training to 
newer personnel.

20 members. Its l I does not instigate or 

tolerate any acts of 1 violence and he deliberately avoids any 
confrontations which night lead to violence. It ia noted that 
the NRP is constantly htaie'rassed at its public meetings by members 
of the Jewish War Veterans as well as groups of non-affiliated 
Jewish citizens. Their activities at the public meetings 
result in disruption and is so effective that either the speaker 
cannot be heard or the meetings are cancelled. 

Although the NRP is an organisation that conscientiously 
avoids trouble, it is important 1:o note that it unconscientioualy 
serves as a meeting place for militant and dangerouB individuals. 
They are attracted to affairs of the NRP simply because it is the 
only organization in the NYC area in existence.

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The following are comments and 
statistics requested by the 
Inspector regarding the Racial' 
Situation In the Hew York Division: 


PART I - RACIAL INTELLIGENCE MATTERS 

A. The general racial situation in the New York 
Office territory lo quiet at the present tine. However, the 
situation In a particular area may abruptly change at any 
time. A comprehensive 146-page "SeWCjt' report entitled 
"Possible Racial Violence Major Urban Areas, Racial Matters" 
was submitted by NYO 4/25/68. ", 

In the early part of April 1S/68, following the 
assassination of Rev. MARTIN LUTHER KINO, JR., there were 
riots in Harlem With considerable damage. Other than this 
there have been relatively few racial incidents. There 
were, of course, racial issues raised on several college 
campuses in the HYO area with the most notable being the 
sit-in demonstration at Columbia University staged partly 
by Negro student group protesting Columbia’s construction 
of a gymnasium on par!: property in Karlem. Hov/ever, it 
should be noted that the least troublesome group at Columbia 
University when the demonstrators were finally removed by 
the NYCPD was the Negro student group occupying one of the 
buildings at Columbia University. 


Dire predictions of racial strife in the NY area 
continue to be voiced in the various communications media. 
However, the racial situation remains relatively quiet and 
contact on a regular and continuing basis with racial 
Informants and sourcea, police officials and public officialo 
has elicited no specific information which would indicate 
any major racial disturbances in the immediate future. HYO 
remains constantly alert for possible trouble areas and racial 
incidents. 


B. Ghetto areas that have a potential for racial 
disorder can be broken down into primary and secondary areas 
according to the potentiality for violence. 





In New York City, the primary areaa are considered to 
be the Upper West Side, Harlem end East Harlem sections of the 
Borough of Manhattan; the Mott Haven and East Trembnt sections 
of the Bronx Borough; the Bushwick, Bcdford-Stuyvesont, Crown 
Heights and East New York sections of the Brooklyn Borough; 
and the Corona and Jamaica sections of the Queens Borough. 

/ The bases for selecting these areas are population 

density, homogenous ethnic origin, substandard living 
conditions, low-income classification, low educational 
achievements, minimal recreation facilities, above-average 
crime rates, inferior health standards and general neighborhood 
deterioration. 

In eddltlon to those areas listed above, other 
areaa raced with similar problems, but to a lesser degree, 
are the We3t Side, Lover East Side and East Village sections 
of the Borough of Manhattan; the Melrose section of the 
Bronx Borough; the Greenpolnt and Williamsburg sections of 
the Borough of Brooklyn; and the St. Albans, South Ozone 
and Springfield Gardens sections of the Borough of Queens. 

The following areas located in resident agency 
territory of IJYO arc also considered secondary: the Mariner's 
Harbor, Port Richmond and West New Brighton sections of 
Staten Island; the towns of Poughkeepsie and Beacon in 
Dutchess County, NY; the New Cassel-Westbury area of Nassau 
County; the town of Newburgh in Orange County; the /town of 
Nyack In Roelcland County; the towns of North Anltyville and 
Wyondanch In Suffolk County; and the towns of Mount Vernon 
and Pceksklll In Westchester County. 

Even though th? problems afflicting these latter 
areas are similar to tho^e found In the primary areas, they 
are not of the same magnitude and consequently have less effect 
on the prevailing atmosphere of the particular area or 
community. 

In soma instances there are problems peculiar to 
particular areas which would be the overriding factors causing 
strife in those areas. JFor example, in the East Village 
section of Manhattan there Is a large concentration of 
"hippies" and "ylpplec" whose activities In gerveral are aimed 
at anti-law enforcement efforts; in the East New York section 
of Brooklyn there is constant trouble brewing between the 
old-time Italian residents and the more recent Negro and 
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Puerto Rican "invaders"; In the East Treraont section there 
la sporadic strife between Negroes and old-time Italian 
residents; and In the Mount Vernon area of Westchester 
County and the New Cassel-Westbury area of Nassau County 
there la a problem with regard to "racial imbalance" in 
the school system, «

D. In order to insure maximum utilization of all 
sources to report on terrorist groups which may be planning 
to carry on guerrilla warfare during riotous situations, 
continuous reminders have J>cen furnished to all Special Agents 
handling racial Informants, as well as those handling criminal 
and security informants residing or working in areas which 
are considered prime targets for outbreaks of violence, to 
alert their informants to the possibility of violence and to 
Impress upon them the extreme importance of notifying the NYO 
immediately upon receipt of such information. In this way, 
there can be constant and continuing coverage of any situation 
which might erupt into something of an explosive nature. 

This also applies to agents handling liaison sources. 

• 

All racial informants, as v/ell as other sources, 
knowledgeable of activities in the ghetto areas, are constantly 
reminded to be alert for any information indicating that there 




Is any stockpiling of weapons and/or firebombs forage in 
the event of an outbreak of violence, NYO maintains a 
control file on Information concerning the stockpiling of 
arms and ammunition in compliance with SAC Letter 68-18 
dated 3/19/63. The NYO control file in thio matter is 
157-2160 and instructions have been disseminated to all 
supervisors of NYO to inform all Special Agents handling 
informants to be alert for information relating to the theft 
or stockpiling of weapons and make certain that such information 
is promptly and properly disseminated. The NYCPD and ATTD have 
been requested to furnish NYO with information they may develop 
along this line also and were contacted for their comments in 
connection with a recent survey completed, at Bureau request, 
dealing with stockpiling of weapons. Any reports received of 
the theft, sale or stockpiling of weapons which night be U3ed 
in fomenting racial strife have been acted upon v/ith prompt 
alerting of informants and contact with police and logical sources 

The continued alerting of logical informants and 
sources and maintenance of excellent liaison with police and 
similar agencies provide safeguards for insuring that iryo is 
av/are of any group's plan to wage guerrilla warfare or store 
weapons and firebombs for use in this warfare. 

Since last inspection, SAC HONELL ha3 appeared before 
several Riot Control Police Training Schools at Camp Smith 
and also before other departments and Federal agencies in the 
NYO territory on the FBI's jurisdiction in racial natters, 
need for informant and source development and absolute need to 
be alert for trouble areas, stockpiling .of weapons, bombs, etc. 
Hundreds of police officers and officials have attended, 
representing ksy departments and agencies in NY Division, 
m addition, personal liaison has been established by SAC 
with the Chief of the Bureau of Associated Pres3 and hlo staff 
who have been alert to the above and have been of invaluable 
assistance on a confidontial basis to the NYO on racial natters. 
The above-type police schools are also scheduled throughout the 
sumzaer months. 
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K. Pursuant to Bureau' Instructions set rforth 
in SAC letter 67-66, dated 11/7/67, NYO opened 157-1966 
dealing with "Foreign Influences in the Black nationalist 
Movement." Files of NYO were then reviewed to determine 
if there were any individuals affiliated with the Black 4 
Nationalist Movement, who had traveled in communist 
countries during the past 2 years. This review 
resulted in the fact that in the main, most black 
nationalists who traveled in comunist countries v/ere 
affiliated with the Student Nonviolent Coordinating 
Committee (SNCC). In addition, other information was 
developed concerning alleged influence by Red China, both 
financially and ideologically with certain individuals 
active in the black nationalist movement. However, this 
allegation could not be substantiated.

From all investigation if would appear that 
Cuba exerts a certain amount of influence in SlfCC 
activities in this area, apparently being instrumental in 
providing both cash and ideological support to S?T CC In 
several known instances. STOKELY CARMICHAEL and l I 

I | of SHCC have travelled to Cuba and behind the 

Iron Curtain. 

NYO is pushing hard to completely explore this 

matter. 

Undoubtedly, such local groups as the Communist 
Party, United States of America (CP, USA), Progressive 
Labor Party (PLP), Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) 
and many others are cost interested in making Influential 
inroads in the racial picture but apparently, as of late, 
have not been tool success't’ul in their efforts. The black 
mo/ement has taken on a new aspect with the demand now by 
black groups for segregation from the whites. The latest 
cry from the black nationalist militants appears to be one 
of cbmplete separation from the whites, a call for their c«n 
identity and an advocacy of black power in its truest sense 
with regard to politics and economics. Evidence of this 
can be had by the recent disturbance led by SDS at 
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Columbia University. In that instance the black /’ 
demonstrators demanded complete distinction from the white 
demonstrators and caused SDS to accede to demands of the 
blacks that they "go it alone" in their particular part of 
the demonstration.

Mosque £73, #7C and #7D 
located in the boroughs of Queens, Brooklyn and Bronx 
respectively. Mosque >^7 vug burned down Immediately following 
the assassination of MALCOLM X but is being rebuilt in the 
Borough of Manhattan, . The NOI in the NYC area has about 
800 members at the present time, spread among the three 
branches.mentioned above. 

Although the NOI la classified as a black 
nationalist group, it has never been known to participate in 
any manner in racial disorders in the New York City area. 

In fact, NOI members are constantly cautioned by NOI leaders riot 
to participate ini any ridts or fights of any kind unless they 
•re attacked. 
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The Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM) In 
NYC, never had on actual headquarters In thlo area and 
since the arrest of its members by the NYCPD in June, 19o7» 
the organization has been inactive. However, there are 
about 35 members of the Jamaica Rifle and Pistol Club 
(JKFC), 5 of whom were identified as RAM mem bers and this 1 
club was reported to be a subsidiary of RAH.

In 
this instance, the CDS utilized the issue of Columbia 
University's construction of a gymnasium in the Harlem 
area of irYC, aa one of the main points in its protest 
demonstration thereby exhibiting its tendency to capitalize 
on possible racial disorders in the NYC area.

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B. During the period since the lost Inspection 
physical surveillances were conducted on the Student 
Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) In connection 
with Individuals in the organization and activities of the 
organization itself. Physical surveillances have also been 
conducted on the American Mau Kau (AMI) and its members 

and National Block Anti War Anti Draft Union (NBAV.'ADU.) 

The number of surveillances conducted in connection with 
activities of SUCC is 9, in connection vrith AMM activities 
is 4, NBAWADU 1b 1, 

It should be noted that in compiling the above 
figures some of the surveillances extended over a period of 
days vrhile others covered a one day period. All to£ai et } 
these surveillances comprise a period of 43 days. 

It should be noted that since November of 1967, 
through the utilization of SAS end racial informants, 
coverage v/as made and reports submitted on a total 63 
rallies, meetings and demonstrations relating to the 
racial situation in the New York Division. 

In addition special photographic surveillances 
were conducted on SUCC Headquarters and during the 
NBANADU convention. Hundreds of photographs were obtained 
of SNCC and other black active organizational members. 

C. When Information la received that an 
individual is an organizer of the SNCC a case ia immediately 
opened and assigned to an agent on Section 43 for active 
investigation. It should be noted that there are 
currently 25 cases pending dealing with individuals active 
in SNCC in NYC. 

The some procedure as set forth above is 
utilized :/hen an individual i6 determined to be affiliated 
with the Revolutionary Action Movement (RAM). However, 
it should benoted that since the arrest of RAM members in 
New York and Philadelphia in June, 1366 , by local police, 
activities of RAM have been nil.

When an Individual' i6 identified as an officer 
or active member of the Nation of Islam (NOI) a case is 
immediately opened and assigned for investigation. If 
Investigation discloses sufficient Information to warrant 
it,the indlvidualiis then recommended for the Security 
Index. As a practical matter, with regard to the NOI, 
active investigations are conducted only on those 
individuals who are officers or have some official 
status in the organization since they are Individuals 
who are most active in its operation. Dead cases are 
made on the individuals for proper dissemination of 
information pertaining to a particular Individual. These 
eases are considered for opening and active investigation ,, 
when it has been ascertained that the Individual has 
attained some official status in the Itoi and consequently 
has become very active in the organization. i 

D. In order to expand existing coverage of hate 
groups, black nationalist groups and groups which can be 
expected to capitalize on racial disorders, it is 
contemplated that there will be continued efforts to 
develop Informants in these groups. In addition, coverage 
is expected to be implemented through utilization of physical 
surveillances, photographic surveillances and possible 
utilization of highly confidential and sensitive 
Investigative techniques. A special motorcycle squad of 7 
SAS has been formed for SNCC surveillances and other Black 
Nationalist members. It is realized that live Informant 
coverage is most important and the greatest emphasis will 
be placed in this direction. 

Increased efforts will also be expended through 
BLACPRO for expanded coverage in the area of black 
nationalist organizations. 

v E. The Agitator Index is maintained in the 
Security Index Unit of the HYO. A tickler system has been 
set up, with clerical personnel responsible for its 
maintenance, so that cases are sent to appropriate desk3 
periodically for reopenitig to verify subject’s residence 
and employment. 




Each agent who la assigned an indlCdtal cqse file 
for investigation is responsible for reviewing information 
developed during the investigation and determining, on the 
basis of this investigation, if the subject meets the 
criteria for Inclusion in the Agitator Index. The agent's 
supervisor is.also responsible for conducting his ovm 
review to determine if the recommendation made by the 
agent is appropriate. 

Any changes Ln procedure and criteria for the 
Agitotor Index, set forth on SAC letters or other Bureau 
communications, are brought to the attention of the 
Individual agent at the various squad conferences. 

P. Agents handling investigations of black 
nationalists have been canvassed to determine if they have 
subjects fitting the criteria for inclusion in the 
photographic album of militant black notionalists. Agents 
who have submitted photographs because the criteria have 
been net are contacted periodically to insure that the 
particular individual continues to meet the requirements. 

In addition, all other agents involved in Investigations of 
black nationalists are periodically contacted to determine 
if in the interim since the initial survey any new cases 
have been opened ca individuals who night fit the criteria 
for inclusion in tile photographic album. If such is the 
case they are made aware of the necessity to secure a 
suitable photograph of the Individual they are investigating

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The districts listed below are those areas that 
could possibly erupt in violence. This opinion isljased 
on such consideration as population density, homogenous 
ethnic origin, substandard living conditions, low Incone 
classifications, low educational achievements, minimal 
recreation facilities, above-average crime rates and general 
neighborhood deterioration - factors which appear to be 
common to areas in wltlch rioting has occurred in the past. 
These factors, subjectively, appear to be existent in the 
districts listed below to the numerous Special Agents who 
daily work in these areas and who were consulted in tills . 
compilation. 

The order of presentation is geographical. The 
areas with the greatest potential cannot be accurately d 

determined from so cursory an examination. Tire purpose 
of this evaluation is not to predict civil or racial > 

eruptions in their order of occurrence, but rather to 
emphasize the need for or the adequacy of caerage of 
potentially explosive districts in UYC. 


None of the factors that appear contributory 
to the eruption of civil and racial violence within 
communities appear in many districts of New York City 
and for purposes of this evaluation, such communities 
as Little Neck and Douglaaton in queen3, Manhattan's 
Tudor, Sutton, Midtown and Theater districts. Great Kills, 
Tottcnville and Mew Dorp on Staten Island, Mount St. Vincent, 
Rlverdale', Spuyten Duyvll in the Bronx, Brooklyn Heights and 
Bay Ridge in Brooklyn to name a few, are not being considered 
In this evaluation. It is conceivable that "attacks" on 3uch 
communities might occur, but disturbance emanating in these 
districts is extremely reqpte.

The borderline communities - where either crowded 
living conditions or poor recreational facilities, or 
combinations of these, or other "riot-producing" factors 
exist - have been considered. These areas do not, however, 
appear to contain all of the Ingredients nor enough of them 
to be of concern at this tine. After primary requisites are 
met and adequate coverage of areas of high explosive potential 
is completed, these areas - now only partially covered - should 
receive precautionary attention. These areas would be too numerous 
Id list, but would include such communities as Momingside Heights,

racial Informant since the last Inspection. Hie assignments 
which include handling the case flies on RAM and the Jamaica 
Rifle and Pistol Club, while at the same time receiving 
assignments for night and weekend duty on t2.e racial desk, 
severely limit the possibilities for him to develop Informants. 

E. In the event normal means of communications are 
limited during riotous conditions, arrangements have been 
made for the informants to utilize the unlisted office phone 
number. Arrangements are also being made to furnish 
Informants with home telephone numbers of Agents so that tney 
can receive Instructions and direction regarding coverage 
of an outbreak of racial violence. 
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Consideration is also being given to a plan where 
informants could be furnished with a pre-jSLa.nned site 
outside the ghetto area vihere the infomant would go In • 
the event of a breakdown in the normal means of communication. 
Here he would meet with his contacting Agent and receive 
Instructions. 

The idea of informants ililizing walkie-talkie 
equipment to communicate with NYO was not considered 
feasible in view of the limited area of effectiveness 
for such equipment in the heavily populated areas of NYC. 
Utilisation of such devices would make it necessary for jf 
Bureau cars to be in close proximity to the area of 
transmission by the informant and endanger the security ( 
of the AgencB and the Informants es well as the entire 
operation. 

To enable NYO to receive current up-to-the-minute 
information In the event of a racial disturbance, arrangements 
have been made to monitor the frequencies utilized by the 
NYCPD. Six receiving crystals on tne frequency of the 
NYCPD radio station have been procured from the FBI LaboimUory 
and these receiving crystals have bean Installed in three 
NYO Bureau cars. In th'e event of a racial disturbance, tneee 
cars which are normally assigned to Division III of the NYO 
will be released to Division IV for the use of Agents 
handling racial natters. 

The NYCPD has a general plan to dispatch a special 
equad consisting of a servant and 40 polLceman into areas 
where trouble is ajnticipa&hd or has already erupted. The 
primary radio communications provided for these special 
squads are from walkie-talkie frequencies which furnish two-way 
FM communications In a very limited area, l.e. two or tnree 
square blocks. The purpose of this type of operation is to 
supply dependable radio communications in a very restricted 
localized area. Communication In this instance is maintained / 
between the individual policeman and a command post set up 
by the NYCPD. Monitoring of the NYCPD special civil 
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disturbance command posts ie feasible only through-use of 
mobile equipment which will have to handle this assignment 
in close proximity, i.e. within several city blocks, to the 
NYCpD command post, since radio equipment utilized by these 
udlts has been selected to limit radio coverage to the 
immediate area of operations. 

Arrangements have been made by IIYO also to monitor 
the NYCPD walkie-talkie frequency.

Racial tension in Ncv/ York's ghettos comprised 
of every ethnic group, undergoing vast social and economic 
change can be expected to fluctuate betv/een varying pooka 
of explosive potential throughout the summer. Eruptive 
factors appear dependent upon the uncertainties of local and 
national events which experience has shown are capable of 
triggering massive civil disorder. 

Following the killing of MARTIN LUTHER KING, JP.., 

Sew York City Police reported one death, 70 police and 
civilian injuries together with 428 arrests. Insurance 
officials fixed property damage at $3,037,500 while other 
sources estimated damages approximating $5,000,000. 

Racial Matters present one of the most explosive 
situations our nation has faced in many years. New York 
City is the hub of the National and International Black 
Power Movement and has been on numerous occasions the 
conference site of various Black Nationalists groups. 

Because of the immense diverse population, number of militant 
organizations and Individual agitators’, the New York Office, 
to achieve maximum intelligence effectiveness, must utilize 
all available informants and sources to fulfill our 
responsibilities. Magnitude and complexity demands the 
full cooperation and effort of all supervisory and agent 
personnel regardless of assignment. Nothing less is 
acceptable. 

Personnel Assignments and Dissemination 
and Investigative Responsibilities _ 

♦ 

The Racial Squad (Section 43 , Division IV), prior 
to the inspection consisted of the supervisor and 25 agents, 
toe full time otcno wao utilised for the preparation of 

Letterhead. Memoranda (UHMc) together with erne Informant-clear*. 
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In view o^ihe coming critical eumne.^^onths, the 
Inspector Instructed that* 25 agents be reassigned to the Racial 
Squad from various Sections and Divisions of the New York Office 
to remain for the period 5A5/G3 through 9/15/68. Also one 
additional experienced clerk - typist is to be reassigned to assist 
with IJDIs along with one additional cleric to assist In the admin¬ 
istration of your expanding informant program. Clerical employees 
are to be made available to the Racial Desk through general authority 
the office has to over-employ during the summer months. This 
reassignment of personnel was Implemented during the inspection. 

During the next fbur months in particular, you should 
implement every possible innovation to make maximum use of available 
manpower toward fulfilling responsibilities in racial matters. 

For example, any phase of your over-all work in matters not directly 
relating to raeinl investigations which can be temporarily deferred 
for even a day or two without adversely effecting basic responsibil¬ 
ities should be considered in the interests of frugal and efficient 
use of every possible agent man-hour toward improving your position 
to cope with impending racial emergencies. 

Racial Matters must continue to receive your close 
personal attention. Insure strict compliance with existing instruc¬ 
tions concerning Intelligence and dissemination as well as investi¬ 
gations of all militant organizations and individuals active within 
your division. The additional personnel should enable an all out 
effort to penetrate the Inner core of the Student Non-Violent Coordf- 
-nating Committee (5NCC) including the organizers and officers of 
similar Black Nationalists groups. 

It Is your responsibility to insure advance information 
concerning potential violence and to keep the Bureau, interested 
Federal and local authorities immediately apprised of all pertinent 
developments. You should re-emphasise the necessity for antici¬ 
pating Departmental and other agencies’ Interest and of the 
necessity for timely follow-up LH25s containing details of Infor¬ 
mation previously furnished by teletype. The Bureau must not be 
subject to Justifiable criticism for failure to meet our obligations 
in these urgent matters.

Hew York has been successful in furnishing the 
Bureau with advance information concerning demonstrations, 
conferences, meetings. Incidents and travel plans of various 
leaders and In affording subsequent coverage. Results have 
been furnished to the Bureau and interested agencies on a 
timely basis; however, additional effort must be immediately 
expended in the area of organizational and individual investi¬ 
gations. 


There are approximately 33 active Black Katlonalists 
groups in the Hew York Division. These include SNCC, Nation of 
Islam (HOI), American Mau Mau (AMM), Revolutionary Action Move¬ 
ment (RAM), Organization of Afro-American Unity (OAAU), JanAlca 
Rifle and Pistol Club (JRPC) and others. All are currently 
under active investigation but these investigations must be 
immediately intensified to Include but not be limited to the 
monitoring of bank accounts, review of toll calls (with Bureau 
authority), physical surveillances and the development of 
informants in a position to furnish in-depth information 
concerning the plans and activities of the leadership. 


Impress upon agents handling these matters the 
necessity for instituting investigations as soon as new groups 
are formed to determine basic aims and objectives as well as 
security-type investigations on all officers and leaders to 
determine whether these individuals should be placed on the 
Security and/or Agitator Ifcdex. The following cases should 
receive expeditious attention toward this end: Hew York files 
157-2191, 157-2121, 157-2074, 100-162195, 100-159205, 157-2186, 
157-2123, 157-2228, 157-2230, 157-2247, 157-2179, 100-161931, 
and 157-1385. 

The arrest of RAM and JRPC members by the New York 
City Police Department has gre atly curtailed , their activity

recently released from Jail and mustl be closely followed for 
any effort to ressurect the New York organization. The

The above are under active Investigation, reports 
have for the most part been submitted and many are on the 
Security and Agitator Indexes. Concentrated and intensified 
effort must be made toward the developing of federal 
and local violations against these individuals with the 
overall prime objective of developing the highest level 
informant coverage possible in the various organizations 
represented. No opportunity must be lost to penetrate the 
leadership of SHCC and other militant groups in enough „ 
depth to ’ provide coverage the Bureau needs in these 
organizations. (This failure in one instance is the 
subject of a separate write-up). w 


One of the most important phases of Black 
Nationalists investigations is to determine the extent of 
foreign influences. During December, 1967, the Cuban 
Mission to the United Nations was reportedly holding fund3 
for SNCC. In early January, 1968, five SHCC members 
travelled to Cuba.

between Cuba and the SHCC leadership has not as yet been 
determined.

It is suggested that the Cuban and Racial Desks 
(with Bureau authority) select a high level Black 
Nationalists informant and attempt to place this source 
in a position that will attract the Cubans. If solicited 
by the Cubans, this informant might be able to gain entry 
into the Cuban - SNCC operation. Such source might be 
especially attracti/e if he is a well known agitator who 
would be considered by the Cubans as having been successful 
In creating racial discord. 

The Cuban section should remain alert to Identify 
all Negroes in contact with the Cuban Mission and insure that 
pertinent information is promptly furnished to the Racial 
Squad. Surveillances should be instituted and photographs 
obtained in all instances where possible.

New York has 38 approved individuals on the 
Agitator Index and it appears agents are taking a realistic 
approach in making recommendations for additions. A 
review should be made of the 30 individuals listed above 
and recommendations submitted for all that are not on the 
index.

At the time of the last inspection you had 70 
liaison sources. At the present time you have 61 (decrease 
of nine).

Qualified sources 
must be developed at a regular rate and through proper 
handling and regular contact should assist in obtaining 
advance information concerning potential violence. 

Counter-intelligence 


New York has executed a number of effective 
counter-intelligence measures. Every opportunity should be 
taken to expose to public scrutiny such groups as SNCC 
where this might have a neutralizing effect as well aa to 
impede efforts in consolidating or recruiting youthful 
adherents. 


Agents handling Racial Matters should be constantly 
solicited for ideas and suggestions for further implementation 
of this program.

It Is further noted that "The Realist" newspaper 1 b an 
adamant volee for the extreme Left and is edited by 
PAUL KRASSNER, a known founder and supporter of the Youth 
International Party and a vocal advocate of the New Left 
movement. 

In view of the extreme and opposite political poles 
upon which KRASSNER and PATLER stand, a possible 
counterintelligence suggestion would be to make PATLEH's 
cartoon with accompanying, background data on PATLFR, "The 
Realist", and KBAS'iypH, available to a friendly newspaper 
so as to obtain adverse publicity for the NSWPP and 
KRASSNER by showing that a publication traditionally 
aupportlng the extreme liberal view Is paying a known 
right-winger and anti-Semite to prepare a cartoon which 
Is offensive to liberal political thought and world Jewry. 

A further outgrowth o# this approach which maintains 
harraasraont potential for both Left and Right would be to
